Overview

This bill contains several provisions designed to aid the farm winery industry.

Section

1 Exemptions. Adds bulk distilled spirits and bulk wine to the current excise tax exemption.

2 Bulk Distilled Spirits. Defines bulk distilled spirits as of a container with more than one
gallon.

3 Bulk Wine. Defines bulk wine as of a container of more than 5 gallons.

4 Sales. Increases the amount that may be sold by a farm winery from 50,000 gallons to
250,000 gallons.

5 Storage. Allows farm wineries to store finished wine and distilled spirits off-site.

6 Bulk wine or distilled spirits. Allows importation of bulk wine or distilled spirits from a

wide variety of sources.
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
